Three minutes after nozzles fit- 
ted into a 100-foot long pipe began 
pouring a secret liquid chemical 
inte @ rolling fog which had en- 
veloped the airport on the Round 
Hill estate of Col. E. H. R. Green, 
where the technology station is sit- 
uated, buildings 2000 feet awav 
stood clearly revealed. 

The path of visibility created by 
the chemical was about 100 feet 
wide and 30 feet high at first. It 
continued to open wider and wider 
as the relative humidity dropped 
off sharply until within three min- 
utes buildings on the opposite side 
of the airport, 2000 feet away, were 
clearly visible. 

Technology scientists who wit- 
nessed the demonstration think 
that the way has been opened for 
the possible use of fog dissipation

tors who could be guided out of 
fogs by localized radio beams. Suc- 


from aircraft, thus making it pos- 
sible for aviators to clear their own 
way to a landing field, and for ves- 
sels at sea to seek a safe path in 
hazardous waters. 

The experiments were directed by 
Henry G. Houghton Jr., a member 
of the institute’s research staff. 

The chemical employed condenses 
water vapor in the air, causing it to 
be precipitated to the ground like 


Fog cannot form in absolutely 
clean air since it is for 
the atmosphere to be filled with 
fine particles which constitute the 
nuclei on which the infinitesimal 
drops form. In sea fogs, these par- 
ticles are invisible grains of salt 
tossed into the air by breaking 
waves. 

In yesterday's experiment, the pipe 
used was suspended horizontally 30 
feet above the ground and centrif- 
ugal pumps drove the mixture 
through the pipes.

100-Mile-Wide Belt Aimed. to 
Check Soil Erosion; to Cost 
$75,000,000.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Secre 
tary of Agriculture Wallace an- 


nounced today. that- work would 
begin immediately on a $75,000,000 
program of planting a forest 
shelter belt 100 miles wide extend- 
ing from the Canadian border to 
Texas. President Roosevelt, in an 
executive order signed July 11 and 
released today, allocated $15,000,000 
of emergency funds to begin the 
work. 

The shelter belt will extend more 
than 1000 miles through the 
parched plains of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and into the Texas Pan- 
handle. The area immediately af- 
fected will be about 20,000,000 acres, 
of which about 1,820,000 acres will 
be planted to trees. The general 
idea is that the trees will hold 
water, if any, in the soil and check 
the effects of erosion. 

According to the plans outlined 
F. A. Sileox, chief forester, 
windbreaks about seven rods wide 
running north and south will be 
planted one mile apart, making 100 
parallel windbreaks across the 
100-mile wide belt. |

UNCOVERED IN EAST 


ee te Mexico, Resold Them 
to U. S. Treasury at $33 for 
a $20 Piece.

NEWARK, N. J., July 21.—The 
Newark Sunday Call says it has 
learned from police sources that 
Secret Service men have uncovered 
a gold-smuggling ring whieh has 
been carrying American gold coins 
to Mexico and selling them back 
to the United States at a profit. — 

Police said the Secret Service 
men reported the smugglers took 
$250,000 in gold to Mexico and sold 
all of it to the Treasury depart- 
ment, getting $33 for every $20 gold 
piece. The gang gathered the coins 
in New York and other cities, 
police said, by paying a premium 
as high as $7 on a $20 piece. 

Police said Lieut. John Sweeney, 
of the financial fraud squad, 
learned. in~ another . investigation 
that a Mexican employed as a la- 
borer in New York made frequent 
trips by air, to Chicago. On July 
12 this man, who said he was Al- 
varo Maldonado, 28 years old, was 
arrested as he was 
plane at Newark airport. The de- 
tectives who took him in custody 
reported -he was carrying $9416 in 
gold coins. He is held on a charge 
of violating the Gold Reserve Act. 

Police said Secret Service men 
discovered Maldonado carried gold 
to Chicago where it was turned over 
to a man who few to San Antonio, 
Tex., from which point the gold 
was taken on to Mexico.

TREATMENT IN HEAT CASES 


Health Commissioner Bredéck Tells 
Also How to Keep From 
Becoming Iil. 

Health Commissioner Bredeck 
yesterday gave the following advice 
on first aid treatment for heat 
exhaustion: 

“Lay the patient down in as coo) 
a place ag possible, Apply ice 
packs and cold compresses general- 
ly. Call a physician. Heat exhaus- 
tion is a serious illness and usually 
hospital treatment is indicated.” 

To avoid illness from intense 
heat, Dr. Bredeck suggested that 
water should be drunk in large 
quantity—forced if necessary. 
“Take orange juice, lemonade or 
any of the other ‘ades’ flavored 
with fruit juices,” he said. “Keep 
the protein side of diet as low as 
possible—less meat, fish and eggs, 
and more vegetables and fruits.” 

Heat exhaustion, he pointed out, 
occurs most frequently in persons 
past middle age and in those af- 
flicted with heart disease or other 
organic disturbances.

Mrs. Hopkins, Guthrie Center, Ia., 
Pieads Guilty of Killing Feeble-

Civil. Liberties . Union Says 
Mediation Is Usually at 
Workers’ Expense. 


By the Associated Press. | 

NEW YORK, July .21.—Govern- 
ment mediation in industrial con- 
flicts between.labor and employers 
“has usually been at the expense 
of labor’s rights,” the American 
Civil Liberties Union said in its an- 
nual report today. 

“The Government has not inter- 
vened to stop employers’ interfer- 
ence with union activities,” said the 


report, entitled “Liberty Under the 
New Deal” and covering the pe 
riod from June, 1983; to June, 1934. 

“It (Government) has not out- 
lawed company unions. It has 
tended to restrict the right to 
strike. It has discriminated against 
left-wing and independent trade 
unions. It has not given labor 
representation on the code authori- 
ties.” 

Labor “Taken Into Camp.” 

“The present tendencies are to 
take labor into camp as part of the 
governmental industrial machine 
and thereby to lull opposition to 
sleep by making the workers be- 
lieve the Government will look af- 
ter their interests. 

“Where the right to organize has 
been won, the record shows clearly 
that it is due to the determination 
of the workers, not to governmen- 
tal interventfon.” 

The report then asserted that 
“the role of the New Deal in rela- 
tion to labor’s rights could easily 
have been forecast by those who 
understand that its main purpose 
is the preservation of the existing 
economic system.” — 

Liberty and New Deal. 

The Union reached four conclu. 
sions regarding the status of lib- 
erty under the New Deal: 

1. “We have no wholesale sup- 
pression because there is as yet not 
significant opposition to suppress. 
The Government is too well sup-

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Nego- 
tiations for a settlement of debts 
and claims estimated at between 
$400,000,000 and $500,000,000 will be- 
gin between Alexander Troyandv- 


sky, Soviet Ambassador, and State 
Department officials early next 
week. 

After months of futile discussions 
between William C, Bullitt, Ameri- 
can Ambassador, and Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Soviet Commissar of Foreign 
Affairs, in \Moscow, negotiations 
were transferred here in hope the 
new scene and new  0»negotiators 
would break the deadlock.

Given at Bayreuth.

BAYREUTH, Germany, July 21. 


‘|—Richard Wagner's music and in- 


timate. souverirs of his life today 
brought to this picturesque Ba- 
varian city a throng*of music lov-| 
ers for the annual Wagner festival. 

The first of six presentations of 
“Parsifal” will be given Sunday, 
and will be followed by four per- 
formances of “The Meistersinger” 
and thrée of the “Niebelungen” se- 
sies, in all 22 performances rt i 
Aug. 23. 

In addition, the new Wahnfried 
exhibit of the master’s seorés and 
stage directions, with marginal 
notes which give a glimpse of his 
personal life, will be opened to ‘the 
public. 

A visit of Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler, for which no definite date has 
been set, is anticipated as a high 
point of the season. His name and 
that of Frau Winifred Wagner, 
daughter-in-law of the composer 
and supervisor of the festival, have 
been. connected in speculation as to 
the future of the bachelor Chan- 
cellor, 

The notations of Wagner's scores 
are varied and interesting. On the 
score of “The Fiying Dutchman” 
he wrote—“Aug. 13. Tomorrow this 
dearth of money will begin again?” 

His love for Mathilde Wesen- 
donck is told in notes on the same 
opera. “I. L. D. Gr.”—interpreted 
to mean “I love: you immeasur- 


___ tably"—occurs at one place, while 


at another one finds “L. D. M, 
M?” Which is accepted as the Ger- 
tman words for "Do you love me, 
Mathilde?” 

A single word “Aus” (meaning 
in effect, “let me out of here”), 
was written at the énd of “Parsi- 
fal.” 

At thé end of “Niebelungen Ring” 
he wrote, “Finished at Wahnfried 
Nov. 21, 1874. I will @ay nothing 
more. R. W.” 

All of Wagner’s works weré 
written in a clear, careful hand, 
and reveal a systematic procedure— 
in three phases, first a draft of 
the composition, then the orchestra! 
score and finally the finished 
work. 

In the collection are many of the 
9000 scores, 2000 sheets of hand- 
written text and sketches which 
Cosima Wagner, Liszt’s daughter, 
whom Wagner married in 1870, 
started preserving in that year.

Construction of’the new $4,700,000 
Postoffice at Bighteenth and Mar- 
ket streets will begin probably with- 
in six weeks, Walter L. Rathmann, 
of the firm of Klipstein: & Rath- 
mann, architects, . annotificed last 
night following his return from 
Washington, where he conferred’ 
with Treasury and Postoffice De- 
partment officials concerning modi- 
fication of plans. , 

- As modified and finally approved, 
the plans embody changes in con- 
struction and equipment which will 
result in economies of about $500,- 
000, Rathmann says. The changes, 
made necessary by advances in gon- 
struction costs since funds were ap- 
propriated, include the elimination 
of two third-floor wings and the use 
of brick instead of limestone facing 
on part of the building. 

The wings to be eliminated were 
to have faced on Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets and had a total 
floor space of about 26,000 square 
feet. As originally planned the en- 
tire building was to be faced with 
limestone. Under the modifications, 
limestone facing will be restricted 
to the Market street. side and 100 
feet south of Market on the Sev- 
enteenth and WBighteenth street 
sides. The remainder of the struc 
ture will be faced with a light buff- 
colored brick, harmonizing with the 
stone.

Result Attributed by De- 
partment to Good Man- 
agement, Economy, Re- 
vival in Business.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Post- 
master General Farley has attained 
one of the goals he set for him- 
self. For the fiscal year ended 
June 30, he kept ordinary postai 
expenditures within ordinary postal 
receipts, and has a pre-audited sur- 
plus of approximately $5,000,000 for 
‘his department. This was the first 
surplus since 1919. For the fiscal 
year 1933 the deficit was $50,683,605, 
and for 1932 it was $152,346,188. 
All calculations were made after 
subtracting the usual adjustments 
authorized by law covering sub- 
sidies and free mailing services. 

Post Office officials do not claim 
that the 1934 showing proves that 
their department is now on a self- 
tupporting basis like a private 
business. For instance, the depart- 
ment has hundreds of millions of 
doliars’ worth of buildings and 
equipment paid for by direct ap- 
propriations by Congress on which 
no rents are paid. The 1934 figures 
merely mean that there was a 
surplus of receipts over ordinary 
postal expenditures and that Con- 
gress will not be asked for a defi- 
ciency appropriation to psy for 
part of the routine postal services, 
as has been necessary for the past 
14 years.

year (July 1, 1933), it looked as if 
the only way we could escape the 


did have to order a nine-day fur- 
lough.~ Again in March and again 
in April we ordered one-day fur- 
loughs.

Of course, there were resignations, 
‘retirements, deaths and discharges 
for misconduct. We thought then 
‘and we think now that the most 
‘humane thing we could do was to 
order furloughs instead of dismis- 


fsals. We threw no employes on the 


streets or into the breadlines. In 
March and April, we let the fur- 
loughed employes take qne-half day 
off in each two-week period or 
they could take a two-day payless 
vacation for the two months. This 
caused no severe hardship to any- 
one.” 

Howes told a personal experience 


1 of how he saved $2,025,000 of mail 


messenger service during the ten 
and a half months he was the sec- 
cnd assistant Postmaster-General. 
He said that, when he came into 
that . office, his subordinates in- 
formed him that there were ma‘ly 
routine contracts to be signed, so 
numerous that it would be impos- 
sible for him to study them. As 
an example they cited the 21,000 
contracts with mail messengers— 
the men who haul the mail from 
railway depots to the postoffices. 
Howes announced that he intended 
to study these contracts. 

The first contract of this sort 
was for a small town in Georgia. 
Howes noticed that it was for the 
old rate of pay. He asked when 
the last advertisement for bids had 
been made for this perticular job. 
The answer was, four years. He 
immediately ordered advertisements 
for bids. There were 26 applicants 
for the job and the successful bid- 
der was 30.per cent under the old 
price. Howes then ordered a check 
made of all messenger contracts. 
He learned that of the 21,000 con- 
tracts, 12,700 had not been read- 
vertised for four years. Some of 
the contracts went back. for 12 
years. He added six girls to his 
staff and called for bids on all con- 
tracts that had not been readver- 
tised for three years. 

The mail-fMmessenger item had 
usually amounted to $9,500,000 a 
year. Howes said that he reduced 
it by a little more than $2,000,000. 
He estimated that $1,360,000 was 
saved last year on “star” rural mail 
routes and more millions on sub- 
station rents. He said there was 
also a saving of about $6,000,000 on 
air mail service. 

Service Provided. 

Asked what part curtailment of 
service had played in the reduced 
operating expenditures, Howes 
frankly said that there had been 


curtailment beginning last winter. | 


Collections and deliveries were re- 
duced. 

“Beginning last May, however, we 
restored the old full service,” he 
declared. “In many places we are 
giving even better service than be- 
fore.” 

Howes said that he could not 
give the details of the subsidy pay- 
ments made by the Postoffice De- 
partments as these were items that 
go into the annual report. The to- 
tal air mail subsidies for the for- 
eign and domestic service was 
about $13,660,000. The ocean mail 
subsidy, arrived at by subtracting 
the usual poundage cost from the 
actual payments made on ‘the 40 
ocean mail contracts, was about 
$28,300,000. ;

Kurt Rosenfeld, former Minister 
of Justiee in Prussia undér the So- 


cial Democrat Government, and 
Aneurin Bevan, member of the 
British Parliament and an official 
ofAhe British Labor party, will lec- 
ture on conditions in Germany at 3 
o'clock Friday night at Sheldon 
Memorial, 3646 Washington boule- 
vard.

What will be the effect in Germany of this 
massacre? It is difficult to tell. For. the 
time being, it has established beyond demur 
the authority of Hitler—or at least of Hitler 
plus Goering. It is interesting that the task 
of giving the first explanation of the mas- 
sacres was entrusted to Hess rather than to 
propaganda minister Goebbels.

What were its aims? In fact, were the 
stricken leaders not endeavoring to attain the 
same aim as Goebbels himself and proclaimed 
as the purpose of Nazi-ism?

Thorstein Veblen as a Humorist. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: =~ — 

CATTERED over the State are @ 

number of the University of Missouri 
alumni who had the good fortune (most 
probably unappreciated at the time) to 
attend the classes of Thorsteip Veblen. 
This eminent teacher and author was 
one of a goodly number of truly great 
educators who have tarried for a short 
season with the University of Missouri. 
One of his former ptipils has told me that 
hé never emphasized a word or phrase in 
a lecture, so purely objective was his 
viewpoint and method. This former pupil 
says he never smiled in the class room, 
but on occasions there appeared a twin- 
kle in the back window of his eye. 

Here and there I have read glo 
praise of the books that he has left be- 
hind him. I have seen ths statement that 
his writings of 20 to 35 years ago are 
about the only books on economics, writ- 
ten during that period, that have 
the test of subsequent developments. I 
leave it to others better qualified to give 
his work its proper rating. But I know 
good reading when I like it, and I rec- 
ognize genuine humor when it gives me 
pure joy. Thorstein Veblen had a twinkle 
in his soul. I am writing this letter in 
order to be the first to claim for him a 
high place among American humorists. 

The choice is difficult, but let me give 
a sample of his humor. This appears av 
a footnote in one of his -later books 
(1923), entitled “Absentee Ownership.” A 
chapter in this book, headed “Captains 
of Industry,” describes these heroes of an 
earlier day as adveriturous creators and 
producers and traces their general 
metamorphosis into the present-day cus- 
todians of vested interests. ‘ 

I quote a sentence from the text: “Un- 
der the changed c , the spir- 
it of venturesome.enterprise is more than 
likely to foot up as a hunting of trou- 
ble, and wisdom in business énterprise 
has more and more settled down to the 
wisdom of ‘watchful waiting.” 

Now the footnote: “Doubtless this form 
of words, ‘watchful waiting,’ will have 
been employed in the first instance to 
describe thé frame of mind of a toad who 
has reached years of discretion and has 
found his appointed place along’ some 
frequented run where many flies and 
spiders pass and repass on their way to 
complete that destiny to which it has 
pleased an all-seeing and merciful Provi- 
dence to call them; but by an easy turn 
of speech it has also been found suitable 
to describe the safe and sane strategy 
of that mature order of captains of in- 
dustry who are governed by sound busi- 
ness principles. There is a certain biand 
sufficiency spread across the face of such 
a toad so circumstanced, while his comély 
personal bulk gives assurance of a pyra- 
midal stability of principles.”

Out of the studies of the investigators was distilled 
a sheaf of legislation designed to modernize and im- 
prove procedure, and to eradicate the many abuses 
now prevaient. 

It might be supposed, since the State pioneered in 
this field, that it. would also pioneer in the practical 
application of procedural reform. At the 1927 session 
of the Legislature, the Missouri Association present- 


.Jed its program of legislation, only to see it fail of 


passage. It was said at the time that the defeat was 
due to legislative pressure and to the Legislature's 
lack of time to give proper consideration to the sub- 
ject. At the 1929 session, the program was again 
presented. It then became clear that a very hostile 
opposition to the bills had arisen among many of 
the lawyer-members, including some of the most pow- 
erful figures in the Legislature. 

It may be asked why so obvious a reform as the 
revision of eriminal procedure to protect society 
against malefactors should be opposed. It is because 
we elect to the Legislature lawyers who make their 
living defending criminals and who find the present 
antiquated system to the advantage of themselves 
and their clients. Such lawyers have been numerous 
in every legislative session. In 1929, with the excep- 


tion of one or two measures, such as the establish- 


ment of a State police fofce, they were successful in 
slaughtering the Missouri Association’s program. 
Most of the massacre was performed at secret com- 
mittee meetings. 

The program was a very comprehensive one, deal- 
ing with nearly evéry phase of the legal process. It 
provided for an equal number of jury challenges for 
the State and the defensé, instead of the present sys- 
tem of giving the defensé a marked advantage in 
selection of juries. It transferred, in several] classes 
of cases, the power to fix punishment from jury to 
Judge, thus relieving juries of a responsibility they 
often lack courage to. assume. It gave Judges the 
power to decide whether defendants charged jointly 
should be tried jointly or separately, instead of mak- 
ing severance mandatory. It made the failure of a 
defendant to testify a proper subject of comment by 
the prosecutor, instead of the present system by 
which such comment constitutes reversible error. 
It made more difficult the changing of venue, a fa- 
vorite device of crimins!l lawyers. It attacked the 
present power of prosecutors to dismiss cases at will, 
giving Judges discretiénary power to refuse the en- 
tering of a nolle prosequi. It sought to end bail 
bond abuses. | 

These are merély a few of the proposals. Many 
can teadily be undefstood by the layman. Many oth- 
ers are technical and of significance chiefly to those 
who understand the intricacies of criminal practice, 
and the methods used by criminal lawyers to defeat 
justice. On the whole, the program would have made 
Missouri too hot a place for many of the criminals 
who now operate here. 

A typical instance of legislative opposition to the 
Missouri Association’s program occurred March 5, 
1929, when two of the most important measures were 
considered by the Senate Committee on Criminal Jur- 
iaprudence. By the votes of Senators Buford, Don- 
nelly, Bringes and Brogan, the committee declined to 
permit the bills to reach the Senate floor. We quote 
from a news report: 


The executive session of the committee at 
times was rather stormy and at times ludicrous. 
When the doors of the committee room were 
closed to outsiders, Senator Bates of St. Louis 
called up the bills. 

When the vote was called for on the first bill, 
Senator Buford said: “Those in favor say aye, 
those opposed say no, the noes have it.” 

No vote was cast. Buford then left the room 
and the bill was put to a vote, there being four 
tor favorable report and three against it. A mo- 
ment later, when Buford returned to the room, 
he said the bill should be delayed as “some par- 
ties wish to be heard against it,” but he was un- 
able to name them. vote to report was re- 
considered and then 
Such is the typé of atatésmanship Missouri has 

been tolerating. It is within the power of the voters 
to send to the Legislature men who will not murder 
a great reform, who will not put the interests of 
their criminal clients against the interests of the 
State, who will not encourage murder, kidnaping and 
robbery, who will not keep the State lashed to forms 
of procedure which are relics of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Shysters are bad enough in the courtroom. 
When they are able to dominate the Legislature, it 
becomes time for a public uprising against them. 
At the primary and election this year, the people 
will have an opportunity to send to Jefferson City

Harry L. Hopkins, director of Federal relief ac- 
tivities, who is visiting England, will study methods 
in use there for possible adoption in America. One 
thing Mr. Hopkins will find in England is a tre 
mendous movement for new housing for workers, 
consisting mainly of cottages. The remarkable thing 
about the British plan is that these cottages will 
rent for between $8 and $12 a month. In New York 
City, mass housing schemes call for rentals of about 
$11 per room per month. One official has stated that 
this could be reduced to $5 per room per month if 
investors would be content with a return ‘of 2 per 
cent. In St. Lonis, a mass housing project will rent 
apartments at $19.50 per month and up, including 
heat, water, gas and electricity. Elsewhere in the 
country, rates will be about the same. 

If Mr.. Hopkins can find out by what economies 
the British bring housing costs to their amazingly 
low level and can put some plan of the same sort 
into effect in this country, his trip will have been 
highly worth while.

The planes of today, he said, fol- 
low the principles he successfully 
tested on the historic Sunday morn- 
ing of July 25, 1909. 


“There isn’t much to say about 
that flight, as I remember it now,’ | 
said Bleriot. “It was all over in 
half an hour, but within it I had a 
difficult 10 minutes. That was when 
I was between the sky and the 
water, with both the French and 
English coasts lost to view. 

Blown Off Course, 

“There was a light fog and the 
wind was blowing me off ‘my 
course. I had no compass. So I 
gtipped the steering rod between 
my feet and trusted to luck. After 
I got across the channel I found 
myself north of Dover and had to 
turn back. 

“If I had fallen into the sea, I 
doubt if I would have survived, for 
I was using crutches, because of 
an accident several weeks earlier 
at Douai. 

“The Government sent a torpedo 
boat and a torpedo-boat destroyer 
to pick me up in case of accident, 
but the plane soon outstripped 
them. I could see clearly a subma- 
rine which was submerged in the 
channel. “ae 

“In landing the plane was dam- 
aged, but I wasn’t hurt. Journalists 
and English officials greeted me.” 
Bleriot showed a photograph, 


which pictured him in a pre-war 


planes in test flights before he ac- 
complished his channel hop. 

“I must confess that I am proud,” 
he said, “that the 
Codos and Rossi flew the At- 
lantic is of the same mechanical 
conception as that in which I flew 
the channel. 

.“The airplane, of course, is still 
far from its final form. I envisage 
the day when aquatic autogiros, for 
instance, will fly the Atlantic. The 
autogiro principle would eliminate 
the present difficult take-off of a 
seaplane from the water. 

“Stratosphere flying is possible, 
but is far in the future and is un- 
likely to be used for passenger serv- 
ice. If something went wrong while 
the plane was in the stratosphere, 
if the cabin cracked for instance, 
the occupants would be lost. 

“Except for sport flying, perhaps 
the next generation won't see much 
greater speed or altitude from air- 
planes. Lindbergh and I agree that 
a speed of 155 to 160 miles an hour 
is the best for regular commercial 
flying, including that over the 
ocean.” 

Bleriot has not flown the channel 
since 1929, on the twentieth anni- 
versary of his famous hop. He °as 
not piloted a plane for’ ten years. 

His health has been poor lately— 
he is 62 years old—but if it im- 
proves, he intends to visit Canada 
in August. If he does; he hopes 
also to visit the United States and 
see Col. Lindbergh, who owns a 
piece of the propeller of Bleriot’s 
channel-crossing plane, exchanged 
for a strip of fabric from Lind- 
bergh’s “Spirit of St. Louis.”

abroad, was declared 
as nearly perfect as 
a girl could be.

Dorothea received many hundred 
offers of marriage.

“You stay with Daddy, Mattie, and 
help him catch the skunk,” Mother 
suggested.

GAIN a mortal has 
attempted to cre- 
ate a perfect being 
and, having failed, 
has again destroyed 
that being.

At eleven she 
was in college, 
from which she 
graduated in two 
years with an A. B. 
degree, and then 
entered upon the 
study of law. 

At seventeen she 
took a law degree. 

At the time of 
her death—June 9, 

1933 — she was 
studying medicine, 
with prospects 
bright for her 
graduation . before 
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reaching her ma- 

jority. & 

She was an ex- 

pert chess and 

bridge player, 

could ride and 

fence, played a re- 

markable game of 

tennis. She drew 

her own illugtrations for the books 

she wrote. She played four musical 

instruments. She could cook, sew, 
crochet and knit.

was designed by Theodore E. 
Blake, whose inspiration, appro- 
priately enough, was the St. Gau- 
dens eagle on the twenty-dollar 
gold piece. The eagle is carved in 
teakwood and overlaid with gold 
leaf. 

For his carving work R. Men- 
coni was awarded the Milan Ex- 
position medal given for the best 
carving by an Italian not living 
in his own country.

The Blind Golfer

—golf. The day I saw him he 
had but recently returned from an 
early morning round, played at 
the hour when most of London 
was breakfasting. The moment |! 
mentioned the game he became as 
enthusiastic as a schoolboy. He 
opened the sitting room door and 
shouted to his man servant, 
“Bring me the golf bag.” He ex- 
tracted the driver, dropped a ball 
on the carpet at his feet and, as 
he swung the club back and 
forth, miraculously missing the 
vases on the mantel and the chan- 
delier, explained the system of 
his play. 

The whole secret of Captain 
Lowry'’s game up to the green, as 
he described it, is his “grooved” 
swing. His “pro” began by mak- 
ing him concentrate on swinging 
his wooden clubs and iron in 
exactly the same path, or 
“groove, every time. 

This is what happens when he 
begins a round: The ball is teed 
up, his club head is placed two 
inches behind it and his shou!- 
ders placed in the line of flight. 
Then he swings on the bail, and 
Captain Lowry says he is regu- 
larizing a drive of from 24 to 
250 yards right down the fairway. 
The same procedure is followed 
with his iron shots and subse- 
quent shots to the green. Before 
each shot, of course, he is told 
the nature of the ground—the 
width and length of the fairway, 
the nature of the “rough,” the 
slope of the ground and the posi- 
tion of any bunkers or traps. Na- 
turally, too, he is given the dis- 
tance from the pin. 

His approaching. Captain Lowry 
said, was probably the best part of 
his game so far—his full, half or 
quarter mashie shots. “That,” he 
explained, “is where my delicate 
touch is so valuable; then and on 
the greens.”” Once on the green, 
and he usually approaches to 
within three yards of the pin, he 
figures the worst is over. His 


pro” or caddie (he has a spe- 
cially trained caddie to give him 
the necessary directions) places 
the putter head behind the ball, 
tells him the distance to the cup 
and the slope of the green, if 
there is any, and then, standing 
behind the pin, gives him a ilow- 
pitched call as a direction indi- 
cator. 

Captain Lowry is getting an ex- 
traordinary number of one-puft 
holes, and doing a round in a sur- 
prisingly good score, when not 
only the handicap of his blindness 
is considered but the short time 
he has been playing. Until last 
January, when he resumed the 
game to learn it all over again as 
a blind man, he had not touched a 
club for 20 years; since before the 
war. 


E had one round recently 
H of 81. he told the writer, 

but said it was gn a par- 
ticularly easy course. If his ‘pro’ 
makes Captain Lowry into a six- 
handicap player, as he promises 
to do. the latter will likely be the 
happiest man in the United King- 
dom, if he is not that already. 

But though golf is his latest en- 
thusiasm, Captain Lowry is al- 
most as keen on a number of 
other sports. “I box all the year 
round, twice a week, in the morn- 
ing, before breakfast,” he said, 
“and find it a wonderful tonic 
and a great antidote to depres- 
sion.” It should be mentioned, in- 
cidentally, that he never boxed be- 
fore he was blind. 

He took up the sport a few 
years after he lost his sight, and 
by December, 1926, had become 
proficient enough to box in pub- 
lic at a hospital charity exhibi- 
tion. The following May he was 
invited to go to Paris for a box- 
ing exhibition on behalf of the 
French blind. 

He fought four rounds with 
a former heavyweight champion 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
in the presence of the American 
Ambassador, Genera!

and repeated the success a year 
later. 

Some four years ago Captain 
Lowry went to Switzerland and 
learned to ski and while there also 
did a lot of riding. He tried skat- 
ing as well, but has never got to 
like it very much and has found 
it the most difficult of any of 
the sports he has taken up. Yacht- 
ing is another pastime he is ex- 
tremely fond of; one he enjoyed 
before the war and his blindness. 
He keeps a small yacht at Burn- 
bam-on-Crouch, on the Essex 
coast. 

“TI find not only immense pleas- 
ure from thie thrilling ind de- 
lightful sport,’ he said, “but that 
my edc@ated ‘sixth sense’ gives me 
a vision of water and of light and 
space. I can steer quite easily, 
for I can feel the direction by the 
wind on my cheek; and I can also 
tell, unfortunately, when my yacht 
is not being rightly handled by 
someone else. I say unfortunate- 
ly, for my criticism in such in- 
stances are not always accepted 
with the best grace, particularly 
by those who have imagined that 
because I am blind I am unable to 
offer a judgment in such mat- 
ters.” 

Finally, explaining why he is so 
ready to speak of his achievement 
in sport, Captain Lowry conclud- 
ed, “It is through no desire to be 
egotistical, but in order to point 
out that blindness does not ex- 
clude one from a keen enjoyment 
of life; neither does it, as I have 
tried to show, mean that one must 
regard one’s self as inferior to 
one’s fellow men in such sports 
because one has been deprived of 
sight.”
